aging "Shootiit." And 
everyone fails 

John Wayne is the 
"Shootist " It it his finest 
dramatic performance and if 
there is any justice in the 
industry it should net him 
another Oscar In other films 

his characters excreted a kind 
ol oppressive machismo 
which usually smothered the 
depth he might have achieved 
(there are a few exceptions 
"She Wore a Yellow Ribbon," 

• The Searchers" and a few 
others I But in "The 
Shootist " the Duke balances 
his macho with the deep 
feelings of a man who knows 
whal having cancer can do 
to a strong-willed person, 

physically and 
psychologically 
He is sensitive without being 
maudlin and stoic in the most 
courageously human sense of 
the word This time Wayne's 
character has bravery beyond 
chauvinism and dignity that 
counterpoints the loneliness of 
the man and the tragedy of his 
circumstances. This is John 
Wayne at his most human. 
There should be no question 
after seeing 'The Shootist" 
that John Wayne is more than 
just a national institution or an 
object of liberal (and pseudo 
intellectual I revulsion. This 
film establishes Wayne (as if 
he needed it I as a great film 
actor 

Lauren Bacall is Bond 
Rogers. ‘Shootist Books" 
main link (‘'bond”) with life 
and love Her performance is 
subtle, sultry and strong. She 
is the perfect love interest for 
Wayne's chracter because she 
balances his contradictory 
nature with a constant gentle 
firmness and faith. She un¬ 
derplays the role and brings to 
it a strength not seen in many 
of Wayne's female co-stars. 
The tension and nonverbal 
communication betweer. 
Wayne and Bacall is worth the 
cost of the movie. 

You have to wonder why Ron 
Howard wastes his time on 
sophomoric tripe like "Happy 
Days " when he is really a 
pretty good actor As William 
Rogers he has some very good 
moments and he never comes 
across as too obvious in his 
relationship with Books. His 
last scene with Wayne is 
perhaps his very best scene to 
date in any medium 
James Stewart is soft- 
spoken, gentle and intelligent 
as Diu^ Richard Boone is 
seedy and evil as one of the 
Bad tJuys. Hugh O'Brian is 
clean-cut, handsome and 
deadly as another Bad Guy 
John Carradine is down-right 
ghostly as the undertaker. 

But mostly the film belongs 
to Wayne and Bacall And, of 
course, director Don Siegal 
(Dirty Harry.

More than 1.000 UTM studeM 
have received IIOS.OOO in 
Gooch Scholarship awards 
since their origin in 1971, 
making a total of 3.900 UTM 
students who have benefited 
from the scholarship aid of the 
Gooch family since 1946. 

Notable addresses at the 
dedication were made by UT 
President.

The ROTC Ailvanced Camp, 
held at Fort Riley, Kansas, is 
strictly adult. There, cadets 
receive heavy physical 
training and such subjects as 
day-night patrolling, orien- 
leering-the science of land 
navigation using the map, 
compass, sun, and stars, 
rapelling, the art of scaling 
high walls using a rope, and 
weapons training with the m6, 
ml fifty caliber machireguns, 
grenade launchers. 

Ail year they (the cadets) 
study tactics, but at camp, 
they apply these theories to 
action,” said Captain 
Rfchard Squires. It's all 
designed to suppliment 
campus instruction by 
providing the cadet with 
tactical and technical subjects 
with emphasis on leadership 
training, according to the 
official brochure.

However. Tuesday he met 
with the contractor and their 
attorneys and an agreement 
was reached The four 
unaccepted courts have now 
been accepted, but first 
Forcum-Lannom awarded 
UTM a 12000 compensation, as 
well as a four year warranty 
on the four courts as com¬ 
pared to a one year warranty 
on the other eight which have 
met specification!. Mayi 
stated that he hoped these 
twelve new courts would be 
open by late this week or early 
next week. 

"It looks like we're going to 
have these courts right away 
now." he said. "Plus, we're 
getting an extended warranty 
on these four courts in 
question not to mention the 
monetary compensation. We 
now anticipate the opening of 
the courts to the UTM students 
late this week or early next 
week." 

Also outside are a new 
baaeball field, softball field, 
and tlx multi-purpose fields, 
all large enou^ to hold four 
aoftball garnet almulan- 
taneoualy. 

At this time he stated that 
three of these tlx multi- 
purpoee fields were ready for 
use. The other three atiU lack 
seeding and sod. He explained 
that over the summer the hot 
weather and army worms 
almost took control of the new 
grass but that they were able 
to save everything.

four to sixteen people, and 
having new groups meet every 
week, the career planning 
workshop holdi Its 
regiitratlon Monday through 
Friday from eight to five p.m.

Problem subsides 
as room need falls 


Following a brief peak in on 
campus housing the number of 
students still seeking rooms 
has begun to subside, ac¬ 
cording to Director of Housing 
Colonel George FYeeman 

Freeman said the problem 
of too many students and not 
enough beds began in early 
August when all rooms were 
filled with still roughly ninety 
male students to house. 
However, at the beginning of 
Freshman Studies week and 
later, cancellations began to 
develop with rooms opening 
up for those still left without 
on-campus housing He said at 
one point things became so 
critical that he and his staff 
were encouraging students to 
live off-campus or to com¬ 
mute. He also explained that 
the department wa; prepared 
to open University Courts for 
temporary residence for those 
students who could not find on- 
campus housing. He stated, 
however, that this was not 
necessary because more 
rooms became available in 
Clement Hall North for men as 
well as the new opening of two 
floors for men in Atrium Hall, 
rather than the customary one 
floor. 

"We had temporary housing 
set up in Clement Hall North 
and the Health Center and 
were prepared to move 
students into University 
Courts temporarily until we 


ultimately not necessary for 
spaces began becoming 
available at cancellations 
began to come in," he ex¬ 
plained. 

Freeman explained that 
students were calling from 
such places as New York, 
Connecticut, and Florida 
hoping to find on-campus 
housing just days before the 
start of school and they had 
not even been accepted to 
UTM. Freeman said that for a 
while he even housed two 
students himself until spaces 
could be found on campus. 

“The moving period is now 
over,” Freeman said sighing. 
"The initial settling in is 
finished with and our hall 
rosters will be in officially 
Tuesday (Sept. 14).” 

Freeman conceded that the 
numbers in the dormitories 
were subject to change but 
estimated that Univeriity 
housing presently holds 2,680 
student. Housing will hold a 
maximum of 2,790, plus eighty 
students in University Cknirta. 

'"There are approximately 
100 more students living in 
dorms now than did one year 
ago because of more spaces 
we have available in Clement 
and Atrium," he said.

UTM students paid more for 
their education thla year aa a 
result of fee Increases from 
five to 10 percent over last 
year by the University to 
offset rising coats. 

The UT Board of Truatees, 
meeting in Knoxville In June, 
approved fee hikes for all 
campuses In the UT ayatem. 

The maintenance fee for 
undergraduate students at 
UTM rose about 10 per cent 
thia year from BIBO to BIBB. 
Tuition for out-of-state 
students rose about five per 
cent from B284 to B300 and the 
maintenance fee for graduate 
students rose from B17B to 
BIOS. 

The rates charged for part- 
time students showed a 
similar Increase. In-atate 
undergraduates paid BIB per 
quarter hour for their cour¬ 
aea; up two dollars from last 
fall. Out-of-state un¬ 

dergraduate students paid BBl 
per hour compared to BSB last 
year. The fee for graduates In¬ 
state rose from BSO to B22, and 
the fee for out-of-atate 
graduate students went from 
BSB to BBB per quarter hour. 

“From the administration 
point of view. It’s regrettable 
that the fees must rise and put 
additional financial pressure 
on our students," Dr. Francis 
Gross, vice chancellor for 
business and finance, said. 
“But we must take care of 
spiraling inflation and meet 
the salary increases that have 
been mandated by the state.” 

Chancellor Larry T. 


McGehee aald the Tenneaaee 
Higher Education Com¬ 
mission had originally 
proposed that the main¬ 
tenance fee for undergraduate 
students at UTM be BIO higher 
that it waa, but that instead of 
going up B27 the fees went up 
B17. 

The Chancellor explained 
that B2S of the BISS un¬ 
dergraduate fee is being used 
on debt service on the 
Unlveralty Center and the new 
P.E. Complex and the other 
BISS la being used for main¬ 
tenance fees. 

Dr. McGehee said that hla 
feelings regarding the fee 
increases were chiefly regret. 

He added that some of the fee 
Increase though would be 
offset by increased financial 
aid for UTM students thla 
year.

ticular field might be like and 
exposed them to what the 
professional scientists were 
doing In the various areas 
Involved In energy resourcee. 

The majority of the students 
in the program this year were 
from Tennessee, but a few 
were from Texas, Idaho, 
Pennsylvania, and 
Massachusetts. 

Dr. Ernest Blythe, associate 
professor of geology and the 
teacher in charge of the 
geology portion of the NSF 
program, said he was im.| 
pressed by the quality of 
students who enrolled in the 
course at UTM. He explained 
that some of the students who 
had participated in the two 
previous years had eventually 
developed their projects for 
science contests. One student 
developed a file of all aspects 
of nuclear energy and donated 
it to UTM. 

He said other former NSF 
students had gone to schools 
such as Harvard, the U.S. 
Military Academy at West 
Point and the Colorado School 
of Mines.

The “Black Hat CHub” Is 
recognised as a contributory 
organisaUon to the University 
and all donations by in¬ 
dividuals are added toward 
their membership in the 
Century Club, a major fund 
raising organisation at UTM 
for persons who contribute 
$100 or more to the University. 

Hoy said money brought in 
by the "Black Hat Club" will 
be used for scholarships, team 
travel, and other related rodeo 
expenses.

The UTM rodeo team

Association finals in 
Bozeman, Montana which 
were held June 14-19. 

Going into the finals UTM 
was one of the favorites to do 
well in the competition but an 
jnfortunate bad draw of stock 
hurt the Pacer Cowboys’ 
performances. 

"We certainly don’t mean to 
be making excuses but it’s 
simply that we got a verv bad 
draw of the stock in the 
fuials, Tony Coleman, team 
spokesman, said. "Before the 
start of the competition we 
lalked to several cowboys 
from other teams and they all 
I bought UTM would win the 
finals if we didn’t get a bad 
draw of stock. And that’s 
exactly what happened to us.” 

Individually, the Pacer 
cowboys rated well but still 
the bad draw of stock caused 
the cowboys to work under an 
extreme disadvantage. 

As examples, going into the 
finals, UTM's ^ippy Emmett 
and Tony Coleman were 
running first and second in the 
national ratings for the best 
"All-around cowboy.” How¬ 
ever, one rule in the finals 
is that all points are tripled, 
thus, the top runners have no 
advantage that they may have 
acquired during the regular 
season. As a result. Emmett 
and Cjaleman both drew bad 
stock , thus, they were not 
able to accumulate many 
points. This, then, led to 
James Ward, a cowboy from 
the national championship 
team. Southeast Oklahoma, 
coming from third place and 
overtaking both UTM cow¬ 
boys. Ward barely beat out 
Emmett, outscoring him in 
total points by only seven and 
one-half points. Emmett 
finished second and Coleman 
third. Coleman, however, did 
claim the title of best “All- 
Around (jowboy” in the Ozark 
Region. Emmett won the 
national crown for best "All 
Around" last year.

First 
and foremost, Smalls is completely healthy, whereas he 
played much of last season with injuries. He is also a much 
more mature football player, having endured more than his 
share of adversities. A third reason is a better, more ex¬ 
perienced offensive line. The last reason is that the team has 
confidence in him and vice versa. They also believe that 
they.as a team, can defeat any team that steps on the same 
field with them. 

The success that Alvin Smalls has had this year in playing a 
better all around game was exemplified in the Austin Peay 
game for which he was named the outstanding offensive 
player of the week in the Gulf South Conference. While it is 
true that only two games have been played and the Pacers 
still have their toughest foes to compete against all signs 
seem to point to a successful campaign that will bring UTM 
football out of the doldrums . 

It was also refreshing to see the stadium filled with en¬ 
thusiastic supporters who remained throughout the contest. 
A confident football team with enthusiastic supporters is a 
winning combination.
